Organized thinking comes whenever the in- 
ilividii.il sets himself a definite task and then dt tcrminc* aii<l applies the 
ways and means ncce.s.sarv lur the accouipli»liment of that task. 

Manual training rails for just this organized thinking needed for ihc 
l)rai-tica1 ptirjXKes in life. It is a mental activiT\ out of which grows 
skill in doing and skill in doing as a result of intelligent thinking shotdil 
be one of the chief purpoaes of cdncalion. 

The course in manual training in the ^r.idi"- •.Imuld lia\e a i- vitcnt 
of its own, wrought out and detennined by the capacities and needs of 
the individuals to be trained. It should not be given as the fag end i>f 
ether stibject.s in the ( cuir^c. nnd nut chiefly for the purpose of illustrat- 
ing or enlarging the work in those other suhjects. 

Artistic design should go hand-in-hand with manual training. 
Weaknesses complained of in elementary schools are not to Ihe 
lime devoted lo mantul training for these weaknesses are as likely :c ap- 
(H-ar in schools when no mamal training is given as in those schools 
where 11 f< mis a ]).<rt >>f the course. Mantul training is needed in all 
grades to give opportunity for physical activity, for a change in forms 
of mental activity and relief from other tension of book study.

I recently visited 
public school J. Brook- 
I\ n. and w it h ihe prin- 
cipal walkeil rapidly 
through almost every 
primar> classnnrm in 
the building. .My pres- 
riKe had not been aii- 
nouiKcd to the teachers s,> far as I know. Tlie object of tht visitation 
was to observe the carriage of the pupils at the de!>k, and the way in 
which they walked and stood. I also saw the pupils come in and out of 
the assembly. I Iiave -en maii> schools in which great attention was 
paid to posture. My visit to this school was unique, because I failed 
to observe a single child sitting or standing in a distinctly bad position. 
I did not ol>serve a sin^;Ie child reading with the book flat on the tiesk and 
the head bowed over it. The books were held up, the necks were straight, 
the carriage of the bodies wa* erect and manly, distinctly military in its 
cli.;(,i( t. r 1! , ^irl-, was graceful and gracious. This 

cnows that tlie physical ettccts uf the school desk, can be successfully 
fought, even under the trying conditions of large city schools, without 
further teaching of physical training tlian that which can be given by 
the regular grade teachers, and even without an adequate gymnasium. 

Mere phjrsical exercise will not secure good carriage. Constant and 
intelligent watchfulness, plus physical e.xen ise. will alone accomplish the 
result. School gymnastics must be aimed at this one thing — the school 
desk.
